Stim son said it was a m a t­ 
ter of h ow Jap an could be m a­ 
neuvered into firing th e first sh ot 
with out too greatly 
endangering 
the United State*.

• WASHINGTON—The Truman adm inistration is worried and 
w orking hard to save its minimum wage bill from being scuttled rn 
Congress. Po stm aster General Robert Hannegan, Democratic na­ 
tio nal chairman, has stepped in to try to straighten things out. Han­ 
negan made a personal trip to Capitol Hill on the tough assignment. 
Supporters anticipate that the Senate will pass a bill boosting the 
present 40-cent hourly minimum wage and that similar legislation 
will get by the House labor committee. But they 
fear that the House rules committee will block 
consideration of either bill. 
In 1938 the rules committee refused to permit 
a House vote on the fair labor standards bill, 
establishing a minimum wage of 40 cents an hour 
for interstate commerce. Supporters forced ac? 
lion, however, via the petition 
ro ute. 
There appeared grave doubt whether sufficient 
signatures—218, a House majority , an* needed— 
could be obtained in time to permit enactm ent 
o f the legislation before Congress 
recesses o r 
adjourns for the summer.

A SHARP cry in the night and 
a little hand cupped over the ear. 
These for most mothers are the 
signals which warn that baby is 
in for a bout of earache. 
Earache is one of the most wide­ 
spread of afflictions, so wide­ 
spread, doctors estimate, nearly 
every one suffers from it at some 
time during his life. The pain may 
vary from an occasional twinge 
to acute distress, starting sudden­ 
ly and demanding immediate re­ 
lief. 
Just as it may have many de­ 
grees of severity , so earache may 
have many causes, and unless the 
cause in the individual case is 
found, treatment may not be suc­ 
cessful. 
Earache includes pain in or 
about the ear. It may be brought 
on by some condition affecting the 
ear, itself, such as an infection, in 
which case Doctor William M. 
Mollison of England calls the con­ 
dition, otodynia, or the pain may 
be due to some infection of the tis­ 
sues around the ear in 
which the 
condition is called otalgia. 


Ex ternal Far 


In order to find the cause of 
pain due to trouble with the ear, 
itself, a careful examination of 
the external ear, the ear canal and 
the ear drum is needed. The mas­ 
toid back of the ear as well as the 
scalp above and behind th* ear 
also should be examined. 


The majority of earaches ars 
due to infection 
in the skin of th* 
external ear or in the middle ear. 
Injuries and tumors may also 
bs 
responsible for earache. Some­ 
times, the pain 
is due only to a 
boil in the external ear canal. 
A sa rule, this may easily be dis­ 
covered by examination. 
If the ex­ 
ternal ear is pulled backward and 
the pain becomes worse it is likely 
that a boil in the ear canal is re­ 
sponsible. 
Sign* of Infection 
Other signs of such infection are 
tenderness in front or behind the 
ear due to swelling of the ly mph 
glands in these areas. W ax in the 
ear canal, some bit of m aterial 
such as a marble or pea which gets 
into the ear may also cause pain. 
The pain in the ear may also ba 
due to disturbances a* certain of 
the nerves which pass to the ear. 
Neuralgia and shingles may ba 
responsible. Acute tonsillitis may 
be accompanied by discomfort in 
the ears and a quinsy sore thro at 
often is accompanied by an ear­ 
ache. After an operation for re­ 
moval of the tonsils, earache is 
common for the first few day s. 
Ulcers and sores on the tongue as 
well as decayed teeth are common 
causes of pain in the ear. 
Of course, the successful treat­ 
ment of earache demands th at the 
cause of the condition be deter­ 
mined and removed. Sometimes, a 
careful study by the ear special­ 
ist is necessary .

A SHARF cry in the night and 
s little hand cupp< d over the ear. 
These for molt mothers are the 
signals which warn that baby is 
in for a bout of earache. 
Earache ie one of the most wide­ 
spread of afflictions, so wide­ 
spread, doctors estimate, nearly 
everyone suffer* from it at some 
time during his life. The pain may 
vary from an occasional twinge 
to acute distr***, starting sudden- 
v and demanding immediate re­ 
lief. 
Ju.*t ss it may have many de­ 
gree* of severity, so earache may 
have many cause*, and unless the 
cause in the individual ease is 
found treatment may not be suc­ 
cessful. 
Earache includes pain in or 
about the ear. It may be brought 
on by some condition affecting the 
ear, itself, such as an infection, in 
which ease Doctor William M. 
Moilison of England calls the con­ 
dition, otodynia, or the pain may 
be due to some infection of the tis­ 
sues around the ear in which the 
condition is called otalgia. 


Ex tern al Fa r 
In order to find the cause of 
pain due to trouble with the ear, 
itself, a careful examination of 
the external ear, the ear canal and 
the ear drum is needed. The mas­ 
toid back of the ear as well as the 
scalp above and behind th* ear 
also should be examined. 


The majority of earaches art 
due to infection in the skin of th* 
external ear or in the middle ear. 
Injuries and tumors may also be 
responsible for earache. Some­ 
times. the pain is due only to a 
boil in the externa! ear canal. 
As a rule, this may easily be dis­ 
covered by examination, If the ex­ 
ternal ear is pulled backward and 
the pain becomes worse it is likely 
that a boil in the ear canal is re­ 
sponsible. 
Signs of Infection 
Other signs of such infection a-* 
tenderness in front or behind the 
ear due to swelling of the lymph 
glands in the«e areas. Wax in th# 
car canal, some bit of materia! 
such as a marble or pea which gets 
into the ear may also cause pain. 
The pain in the ear may also be 
due to disturbances el certain of 
the nerves which pass to th* ear. 
Neuralgia and shingle* may be 
responsible. Acute tonsillitis may 
be accompanied by discomfort in 
the cars and a quinsy sore throat 
often is accompanied by an ear­ 
ache. After an operation for re­ 
moval of the tonsils, earache is 
common for the first few days. 
Ulcers and sores on the tongue as 
well ss decayed teeth ar* common 
causes of pain in the ear. 
Of course, the successful treat­ 
ment of earache demands that tha 
cause of the condition be deter­ 
mined and removed. Sometimes, a 
careful study by the ear special­ 
ist is necessary.
